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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  system  of  instruction  adopted  in  this  Institution 
is  thorough,  and  designed  to  prepare  young  ladies  for 
the  active  duties  of  life. 


The  studies  will  he  so  arranged  that  every  student 
may  take  any  of  the  branches,  and  as  many  of  them 
as  will  employ  her  time,  and  as  her  health  will  admit. 

ADMISSION. 

It  is  highly  important  that  all  who  desire  to  enter 
the  school,  should  be  present  at  the  commencement  of 
the  session,  when  the  regular  classes  are  formed. — 
Students  will  be  received,  however,  at  any  time,  and 
admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  found  quali¬ 
fied  to  enter.

All  bills  to  be  half  paid  at  the  commencement,  and 
the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  session. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in 
case  of  protracted  sickness.

MERIT  AND  DEMERIT. 

Each  Teacher  keeps  an  exact  register  of  the  merit 
of  students  in  their  daily  recitations,  grading  them  so 
that  their  standing  for  the  session  may  range  from  0 
to  100,  according  to  the  character  of  their  recitations. 

A  list  of  demerits  is  also  kept.  Unexcused  ab-  ; 
sences  from  classes,  from  prayers,  from  public  wor-  ' 
ship  on  the  Sabbath — deficiencies  in  any  exercise — *  i 
disorderly  conduct — violation  of  study-hours,  or  any 
other  offences  against  the  known  rules  of  the  Institu-  ( 
tion,  enter  into  the  list  of  demerits.  A  public  Report  \ 
of  both  Merit  and  Demerit  will  be  made  at  the  close  < 
of  each  session,  and  a  copy  sent  to  Parents  and  Guar¬ 
dians. 

BOARD. 

Pupils  boarding  in  the  Seminary,  will  be;  under  the  ' 
constant  supervision  of  the  Principal,  who  will  give 
the  most  vigilant  attention  to  their  health  and  man-  \ 
ners.  They  will  sit  at  the  same  table  with  the  Teach-  ! 
ers,  and  by  thus  keeping  up  the  association  of  Teachers 
and  Students,  is  given  the  best  substitute  for  parental 
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N.  B.  Each  pupil  should  have  every  article  of  wear¬ 
ing  apparel,  durably  marked  with  the  name  in  full. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  will  be  conferred  when  the  following 
Course  shall  have  been  completed,  without  reference 
to  the  stime  spent  in  study,  provided  that  no  lady  will 
be  entitled  to  a  Diploma  who  shall  not  have  been  a 
member  of  the  Institution  at  least  two  sessions.  Cer¬ 
tificates  of  advanced  standing  will  be  given  to  stu¬ 
dents  that  merit  them,  if  obliged  to  leave  before  com¬ 
pleting  the  course.
